On the livestock farm, three- 
fourths of the potash used in w in ­ 
ter feeding should revolve from j hydi aulic shock absorbers protcct- 
soil to crops, to anim als, and back 
to the soil, states M. A. B achlell, 
agronom ist at the Ohio agricul­ 
tural experim ent station.

The most 
lik ely chance of loss is in the 
m ethod of handling m anure b e­ 
tw een stable and field.

there exists the chance of larger 
losses. At the Trum bull C ounty 
E xperim ental Farm, w inter m anure 
contained an estim ated 128 pounds 
per cow w hen the herd w as fed 
the heavy hay, low silage, low 
grain ration in effect since 1940 
In prior years w ith a low hay, 
heavy silage, heavy grain ration, 
the potash excreted per cow was 
only 106 pounds per winter. 
In the form er period when the 
haym ow never was full, the dairy 
herd averaged only 14 cows. At 
that tim e the revolving fund of 
potash thus totalled approxim ately 
1500 pounds per held. But after 
heavy lim ing and the adoption of 
perennial legum e-grass m eadows 
the haym ow overflow ed and the 
herd w as increased to 19 cow s 
W ith this number fed the heavy 
hay ration, the revolving fund of 
potash increased to 2400 pounds 
per herd.

N ote the corrugations on the block and on the quarry 
wails. T hese were formed by holes drilled in line with 
pneum atic drills. B locks are thus separated from the 
quarry bed without shock of severe blasting. This means 
that every granite block is sound. Thus, the high quality of 
Rainbow Granite Monuments begins at the quarry.
